COMMUNITY NEWSPAPER ADVERTISING 

While it is true that the majority of residents in urban and 
rural districts subscribe to and read one or the other of the 
large city dailies, and while it also is a fact that the.se re.sidents 
also scan advertisements in these large daily papers, it must 
be admitted that by far the greater number scan only the ads 
of the large department stores or study such advertisements 
■which announce decided bargains. On the other hand, a real 
live community newspaper is read thoroughly. Owing to the 
fact that it rarely consists of over eight pages, all advertise¬ 
ments stand out prominently. On the other hand, in a large city 
daily paper, where there are so many sections and where adver¬ 
tisements are interspersed with such a large mass of reading 
matter, the busy urban resident and the busy housewife have 
no time to even read all the live news, let alone .scan all ^he a<l- 
vertisements. Mother has certain sections of a large city daily 
which she reads, father has another section; the children look 
forward to still another section, if they read a daily at all. Ih 
a community newspaper, mother, father, son and daughter 
read the local paper from “cover to cover.” They note the new 
advertisements as well. 

Another matter which the city adverti.ser must take into 
consideration when he aims to reach the residents of a rural 
or urban district. There are many large city newspapers. Con¬ 
sequently the urban and rural readers of the city dailies are 
divided among just as many .separate factions as there are large 
city dailies in the city adjacent to any particular community. 

Still another point. The urban and rural residents glance 
over the important or startling news in the city dailies and take 
these papers, issued every day, as a matter of course. On the 
other hand, the weekly community newspaper, is.sued every 
Saturday, is anxiously looked forward to. It has local editorials 
on topics in which the local resident is vitally interested. It 
contains social news wherein the name of the particular re.si¬ 
dents is likely to appear. It goes into details in connection with 
civic affairs and certain projects which the city daily cannot 
even touch upon. 

There is still another angle which it would be well for the 
large firms advertising in the city dailies to consider. Ke.sidents 
in the smaller community appreciate the fact that many of 
the.se firms adverti.se in their community newspaper. They ap¬ 
preciate the fact that the.se firms consider their patronage 
worth while. They appreciate the fact that these firms take 
an interest in their particular community. They appreciate 
the fact that the ads of these firms make it po.ssible to improve 
their local newspaper. 

Then again, a local merchant .sells certain standard good.s. 
By the firm producing this particular line of goods advertising 
in the local community newspaper, the local merchant is 
greatly benefited. This particular class of goods is kept before 
his cu.stomers. He sells more of this class of goods and both he 
and the producer benefit thereby. 

Many city firms send out circular letters, others plaster 
the front porch and lawn of urban and rural homes with hand¬ 
bills. Fully 60 per cent of such letters and handbills are con¬ 
signed to the stove. A small portion of the money expended on 
this class of advertising would place an ad in the community 
newspaper which would be read by ALL residents. 

One has but to go to any rural or urban postoffice and 
glance at the waste paper basket in the corridor. This recep¬ 
tacle is packed to overflowing with circular letters and adver¬ 
tising matter. It is dumped there by the residents who find this 
class of advertising swamping his or her mail box. It never 
reaches home. The same applies to handbills. Walk along in 
front of any rural or urban residence. You will find yellow 
handbills (turned yellow from exposure to the elements). NO 
ONF, HAS READ THEM. You will find, on a windy day, the 
sidewalk and gutters containing many handbills, blown there 
by the wind, from the front porch or yard. You will learn that 
the tidy housewife has anything but a kind word for the firms 
that litter up her front yard or lawn with miniature posters in 
the guise of advertising. 

Personally, and we base our contention on many years’ 
experience in urban and rural districts, this class of advertising 
is a sheer waste of money. Community newspaper advertising 
is the only effective method to reach the urban and rural resi¬ 
dents. Large advertising agencies frown upon this and why? 
Because the advertising rate in the smaller newspapers is pro¬ 
portionately low as compared with the large city dailies. Con¬ 
sequently these advertising firms cannot obtain the larger per¬ 
centage as free from the advertiser for their clients. Ask any 
rural or urban citizen how many ads in the large city dailies 
they ever read. He will tell you that aside from the theater 
ads and those of the large department stores where “sales” are 
on, he never glances at an ad. The classified sections, of course, 
is an exception. 

Some day the city advertiser will wake up to the fact that 
to reach the home in these urban districts they must talk 
through the community newspaper. It is cheaper and far more 
effective.
